Disarmament 
Plan Offered 
By Soviet Union 


Includes Withdrawal 
Of Occupation Forces 
From All of Germany 


MOSCOW IP—Tho Soviet Union 
published today a mammoth peace 
proposal including a world d isa rm ­ 
ament plan it said could “ end the 
I old War.” 
Publication 
coincided with re­ 
ports in diplomatic circles SoViot 
Premier Marshal Nikolai Bulganin 
would agree in principle to an in­ 
vitation by the West to attend a 
Big Four meeting “ at the .sum­ 
mit” 1 
Bulganin was in W arsaw where 
the Soviet and seven East Euro­ 
pean nations were expected to set 
up today an "E astern NATO” to 
counter the rearm ing of West G er­ 
many 
The Soviet proposal called for 
withdrawal 
of occupation 
forces 
from East and West Germany, the 
setting up of international controls 
to prevent war preparations and 
the banning of atomic warfare 
It 
would be fully effective bv the end 
of 1957 
Army lim itations 
The declaration to be presented 
to the United Nations for adoption. 
would limit the Soviet, Communist 
Chinese and I 
S armies to 1.500.- 
oou men each and the arm ies of 
Britain and France to SSO.OOO each. 
Bases on foreign soil would be dis­ 
mantled 
It called for settlement of all 
outstanding world problems includ­ 
ing those in the I- ar East through 
negotiation and the admission of 
Bed China to th»* I* 
N 
Security 
Council 
It said adoption of the 
proposals should 
be "taken 
im­ 
mediately to decrease the interna 
tional tension and end the cold 
w ar “ 
The 
proposals 
were 
made 
by 
Jacob Malik, Soviet representative 
to the U N Disarmament subcom ­ 
mittee in London Tuesday and re­ 
leased today by the official Tass 
news agency 
Diplomatic 
circles 
in London 
called the move “encouraging’’ but 
said it “ will require careful exam 
lnation” 
A British Foreign Office spokes­ 
man said Huslia - statement “ ap 
pears to take account of a number 
of proposals which Western dele 
gallons to the london meeting ” 
have submitted in recent weeks 
West Expresses Annoyance 
But at the sam e time Western 
official" expressed annoyance at 
Moscow's leak al the proposals— 
the third major Soviet breach of 
a secrecy pledge surrounding the 
London talks 
The plan "et up a timetable for 
reducing arm am ents 
In 1956 the five major powers, 
including Communist China, would 
begin trimming their armed forces 
toward the 1.500.000 and 650.000 
level.

would fix the 
limits of armed

Fear Air Clash 
Jeopardizes 
Prisoner Talks 


TOKYO CP) — Diplomatic sourc­ 
es today expressed concern that 
the battle between U. S. and Chi­ 
nese Communist planes Tuesday 
may have jeopardized chances for 
early Washington-Peiping talks and 
reb ase of American airmen im 
prisoned in Red China 
They feared the incident would 
increase tensions in the already- 
explosive Far East. 
The I*. S 
Air Force said that 
two and possibly three Communist 
MIGs were shot down by American 
F86 Sabrejets in the clash off North 
Korea Tuesday The announcement 
said a flight of 12 to 16 MIGS at­ 
tacked a flight of eight Sabrejets 
over 
international 
waters’ 
and 
that the Americans returned the 
fire. 
But Communist China had a dif­ 
ferent 
version 
It 
claimed 
the 
American planes violated Chinese 
territory and that the Red planes 
shot down one IT. S 
plane and 
damaged two others. 
j 
It was the third aerial clash be 
tween Americans and Communists 
j in the same general area in the 
oast 16 months 
But It was the 
first in which Red China admitted 
its planes were involved, 
j 
The diplomatic sources feared 
that the latest incident will have 
far greater 
international 
impact 
than any of the others 
It was 
pointed out that it came when ten 
sums appeared to be lessening in 
the Far East 
Chinese 
Communist 
claims 
to 
victory in the air battle were quick 
Iv knocked down bv the Air Force 
\ spokesman said that all of the 
eight F86 Sabrejets involved re 
turned safely to their bases 
Asked if anv were damaged, he 
replied “No serious damage They 
tnav have been hit but there was 
nothing the Reds could report on 
anyway” 
The Reds made no mention of 
anv Communist losses.

Forces Action at Warsaw Conference 


To Attend Historical 
Society Convention

WARSAW, Poland IP—Soviet P re ­ 
mier Nikolai Bulganin told a nine- 
nation Eastern European confer­ 
ence today that German re a rm a ­ 
ment has forced Communist na­ 
tions to seek measures to protect 
their security. 
The Soviet premier m ade his 
statement in an address before the 
conference w hich opened this m orn­ 
ing 
In attendance 
were delegates 
from the Soviet I mon. East G er­ 
many. Poland, Czechoslovakia. Al­ 
bania. Romania. Hungary and Bul­ 
garia. Communist China attended 
as an observer. 
The conference was planned in 
Moscow last December when the 
Soviet bloc decided to set up a 
mutual .security program and es­ 
tablish 
a 
unified 
military 
com ­ 
mand if the West permitted West 
Germany to rearm. 
West Germany became a m em ­ 
ber of the 15-nation North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization in Paris Tues­ 
day. 
Bulganin said peaceful coexist­ 
ence between different social sys­ 
tems was the cornerstone of Soviet 
foreign policy. 
But, he said, the present Warsaw 
conference was necessary because 
ratification of West German re a r­ 
mament “ is a fact.” 


Bulganin said the West has given 
Germany the chance to create a 
standing arm y and is “ supplying 
;t with all types of modern arms, 
including the atomic, chemical and 
bacteriological weapons.” 
“ Thus, the Paris agreements are 
putting into the hands of yester­ 
day’s aggressors and occupation- 
ists means of new aggression and 
new oppression. 
German militar­ 
ism, which has in the life of one 
generation unleashed 
two world 
wars, is again re-emerging on the 
European and international arena, 
threatening the peace and security 
of the nations.” 
Furthermore, 
Bulganin 
s a i d , 
“ the 
activization 
of aggressive 
forces” extends beyond Europe. 
“ It is known 
that at present 
strong pressure is being put on a 
number of states in the Near and 
Middle East in order to force them 
into joining the military blocs cre­ 
ated as an appendage to the ag­ 
gressive 
North Atlantic union,” 
Bulganin said. 
He 
charged 
that the 
United 
States has 
mad* 
Formosa, the 
Pescadores and other offshore is­ 
lands of China into military bases 
from which American - controlled 
forces are carrying out “ unpro­ 
voked attacks” against Communist 
China. 


Million Dollar 
Rains Fall in 
Texas, Oklahoma 


M ay Cold W ave 
Threatens Frost in 
Northern Midwest

were answered today with million- 
dollar rains. 
The downpours were laced with 
winds and storms which were blam­ 
ed for at least six deaths in Texas 
alone. 
But they seemed like an

plagued farmers 
Meanwhile 
a 
May 
cold 
wave 
threatened the northern Midwest 
with frost and moved in on 90 
degree temperatures in the South 
east. 
The townspeople of Lampasas. 
Tex , and Hobart, Okla . had or 
ganized 
“prayers 
for 
rain” 
and 
mass demonstrations of faith that 
rains would come in hopes of end 
ing weeks of crop baking drouth. 
Prayers Answered 
Their prayers were answered 
The 
rains came 
to 
Lampasas 
Tuesday after radio station KCYL 
organized its “prayers for rain" 
day 
All regular commercial pro­ 
grams had been cancelled while 
ministers and laymen took turns 
praying. 
A steady rain began falling at 
noon. 
In Lampasas there was .55 
of an inch by late Tuesday night 
As much as an inch and a half 
pelted the surrounding county and 
2 75 inches swelled the nearby Col­ 
orado River 
Prayers of thanks were broad­ 
cast over the radio station 
At Hobart, plagued by a three- 
year drouth, upwards of 1,000 per­ 
sons wore raincoats and carried 
umbrellas 
under 
cloudless 
skies 
last Saturday to demonstrate their 
faith that it would rain 
Sure enough, the rains started 
Saturday night 
Hobart has since 
had an inch and a half of rain 
The rains which hogan in Texas 
Sunday have been worth literally 
millions of dollars 
Wide areas in

TOKYO <U.R>—A crowded ferry­ 
boat rammed another ferry in the 
fog ot Japan's scenic inland sea 
Tuesday and sank within two min­ 
utes. 
More than 150 persons were re 
ported drowned or missing. 
The 
government - owned Japanese Na 
tional Railways, which operated the 
two vessels, said at least 76 passen­ 
gers were dead and 75 others miss­ 
ing 
Quick rescue work saved at least 
680 other p rio n s . 
Fifty-one were 
injured 
Officials said the boat went down 
so 
fast 
passengers 
d id n t 
have 
time to put on life belts. 
Two of the survivors were an 
American missionary and his wife 
They 
are Willie Adams and his 
wife, 
Bernadme, in Jap an since 
1950 
Authorities said Adams is 
from Kansas and his wife from 
Wisconsin 
It was the second worst disaster 
in Japanese maritime history 
Last 
September more than 1.300 persons 
including 73 Americans, drowned 
when a ferry sank in a typhoon off 
northern Japan 
Today 's victims were aboard the 
Shiun Maru. which was carrying 
nearly 800 passengers through the 
island-dotted sea between Shikoku 
and Honshu islands. It collided with 
the Iko Maru. 
Many of the Shiun's passengers 
were children on an excursion. 
Both vessels are equipped with 
radar designed to prevent such 
accidents.

Soviet Premier Nikolai 
Bulganin, who previously had e x ­ 
pressed a desire for such a m eet­ 
ing. said today his government will

Mr Eisenhower, who previously 
had been cool to the idea of a top 
level conference told reporters he 
agreed to issue the invitation be­ 
cause there is a growing feeling 
in the world that such talks might 
do some good. 
While he warned against expect­ 
ing too much, he said at least the 
meeting would offer a personal op­ 
portunity to sense the atmosphere 
and get some idea of an area in 
which foreign ministers could start

While the armed forces were try­ 
ing to stop the planes, the civilians 
would be alerted by air raid sirens 
with a three minute wailing or by 
radio and television. 
A main Civil Defense teaching 
is to find sheltei quickly in the 
case of an attack. 
Being on the 
outside and seeing the flash. 
I 
would have quickly gotten behind 
a tree, wall, or in a gully and 
buried my face in my arm s in case 
any flying objects landed on me. 
If I were in a house at the time, 
I would get away from the win­ 
dows and under a heavy table or 
divan or any protection possible. 
However, some people don’t like 
to think of just trusting to their 
luck in an attack, so they have 
.shelters built in their basements 
There are three types of shelters 
recommended by Civil Defense ex 
perts. 
One, a lean-to shelter, can 
be built by any handy man with 
about $40.00 worth of material, and 
another low-cost shelter, the “ corn­ 
er room ” box type, which would 
provide shelter for people not far 
from the blast, is satisfactory. Be­ 
cause of the fire hazard, the base­ 
ment, with exits, is the best. This 
kind, usually made of concrete or 
cinder blocks, allows occupants to 
get out in case of fire or damaged 
utilities. 
When 
the all clear signal is 
heard, three one-minute blasts with 
two minutes silence between them, 
the air raid is over. 
The differ­ 
ent Civil Defense groups’ jobs have 
just begun. The fire warden and 
his groups would be going into ac­ 
tion just after an attack, using sim­ 
ple and practical m easures to help 
householders extinguish small fires 
or helping 
the regular 
firemen 
whenever needed. The rescue war­ 
den and his men would be getting 
people out from under the rubble 
of buildings knocked over by the 
shock wave. The first aid stations 
would be giving help to injured 
people as well as the evacuation

It seldom has been recorded that 
a former 
slave erected a monu­ 
ment to the memory 
of the one 
who had held him in bondage. Re­ 
corded burials of slaves and their 
former 
masters 
in 
the 
same 
crypt are likewise unusual. 
How­ 
ever infrequently such occurrences 
may appear, both occurred in the 
small village of Otterville, a few 
miles southwest of Jerseyville (Il­ 
linois). 
The master in this case was Dr. 
Silas 
Hamilton, 
a native of Tin­ 
mouth, 
Vermont. 
Dr. 
Hamilton 
was vigorously opposed to slavery 
but felt that its abolishment would 
be a long and difficult process. He, 
therefore, 
decided 
that 
in 
the 
meantime he could best promote 
the welfare of slaves by operating 
a model plantation in the “Black 
Belt", a plantation where slaves 
were to be treated wilh the utmost 
kindness 
and 
consideration. 
He 
accordingly bought a plantation in 
Adams County, Mississippi, stock 
cd it with slaves and began hi> ex­ 
periment. 
Hamilton’s adventure, apparent­ 
ly successful within itself, did not 
induce the practices he had hoped 
for 
on ether 
plantations 
in the 
area. He therefore sold his plan- j 
tation, freed his slaves and emi­ 
grated 
to Illinois. 
Three 
of his 
former 
slaves 
accompanied 
the 
doctor to Illinois. These three were 
u Negro man and hi> wife, house

named 
George. 
It was this boy, George, 
who is the other principal in this

Child Arouses Sympathy 
George 
had fir-t 
come to Dr. 
Hamilton's attention when the lat­

was travelling 
through Virginia in a wagon. 
Stopping at a plantation belong 
ing to a family named 
Washing-1 
ton, a short was from tin- city of 
Washington, the doctor heard the 
continuous crying of a child, ap 
parentis in great distress. Think­ 
ing that the child was physically 
ill and in need of a physician's 
services, Dr 
Hamilton made in­ 
quiry. 
He learned that George’s 
mother had recently been sold to 
Ti slave buyer and had bu n taken 
south, also that it was feared that 
the child was grieving himself to 
death.
